TESTIMONY HAS 2,000,000 WORDS

Washington, D. C.. Aug. 9. —{Special.}—The 
testimony of Daniel W. Holstlaw, @ state 
senator in the corrupt Forty-sixth ‘general 
assembly of Illinois, was concluded before 
the senate investigating committee this 
morning. Chairman Dillingham at once an- 
nounced a recess until about Oct. 1, when the 
committee will resume its inquiry at Chi- 
cago, probably in the federal building. 

The committee has examined witnesses for 
two months. The former investigating com- 
mittee was in Chicago sixteen days and 
held one sesison in Washington. The pres- 
ent committee, up to date, has examined 
forty-seven witnesses, and will hear the 
testimony of many more. The old commit- 
tee heard forty-one witnesses. 

The record of the first committee con- 
tains 748 pages of printed matter. The mY 
ord of the sitting committee already co 
prises 3,000 printed pages of evidence, and 
it is estimated they include about 2,000,000 
words.

Julia Steele French Runs Away 
with Son of a Livery Stable 
Keeper in Newport. 


DETECTIVES PURSUE COUPLE 


Marriage Takes Place in Village 
Hotel; Minister Routed from 
Bed to Perform Ceremony. 


BOTH FAMILIES OBJECTED TO MATCH 


Newport, R. I. Aug. 9.—[Spectal.]—Miss 
Julia Steele French, daughter of Amos Tuck 
French of Tuxedo and Newport and niece of 
Mrs. Elsie French Vanderbilt, former wife of 
Alfred) Gwynne Vanderbilt, eloped jast 
night with John Edward Paul Geraghty, a 
chauffear of this city. The couple were 
married at 7 o'clock this morning in a village 
in Connecticut. 

The bride is a member of one of America’s 
richest families and heiress to millions, while 
the bridegroom is a son of John 8. Geraghty, 
proprietor of @ small livery stable in New- 
port. ° 

It is understood thar detectives, hired by 
the bride's family, are on the trail of the 
elopers, Members of her family, headed*by 
her father, are also seeking the runaways. 

The parents of both the bride and bride- 
groom objected to the young couple’s friend- 
ship and tried to keep them apart. How they 
escaped the espionage put upon them long 
enough to get away is'yet to be told 

Nothing has stirred Newport as much in 
a iong time as has this elopement. It was 
the sole topic of conversation in the summer 
residence section. 

At first there was little credence put in 
the report of thé epéiierit, bit aver Tf the 
day it became known that the couple had 
been located in a Connecticut village, and 
etilh later a telegram was received by 
Geraghty’s mother announcing that he and 
Miss French had been married. 


Don’t Know Where They Are Now. 

The families of the bride and bridegroom 
are in ignorance of the whereabouts of the 
couple. This afternoon before official con- 
firmation of the marriage had reached New- 
port, Mr. French is understood to have left 
Newport in search of his daughter. Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, aunt of the eloping girl, was 
called into the family conference and late 
in the afternoon left Newport ina touring car 
via the Jamestown and Newport ferry head- 
ting across the state into Connecticut.

young man to gain admittance to the hotel. 


Wants to Be Wed at Once. 

The man on fe hotel stoop yelled up to 
Riley that the car had broken down and he 
wanted to get married to the young woman 
in the car in Mr. Riley’s hotel right then and 
there. 

“My name is Geraghty,” said the young 
man, “and the young woman there is Mise 
French, one of the Newport Vanderbilts.” 

Geraghty said he and Miss French had 
eome from Newport, and the auto had 
broken down just outside of Central Village.

ENGLISH STRIKE 
PRESAGES FAMINE 


Foodstuffs and Ice Tied Up 
as Result of Walkout of 
Workers Upon Docks ~ 
of Harbor. 


125,000 MEN NOW IDLE. 


Serious. Rioting Oceurs in Me- 
tropolis and  LdAverpool, 
Women Leading in 
Disorders. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LONDON, Aug. 9.—London is in grave peril 
of a foodstuff famine in the next few daye 
unless some step is taken to prevent the 
tleup which has resulted from the great 
dock strike. 

The millers’ association has sent a telegram 
to Winston Churchill, the home secretary, 
demanding that instant military protection 
be given to the flour on the docks. Other- 
wise, says the association, London wil! suffer 
a bread famine in three days. 

An ice famine is feared and the tempera- 
ture in London is on the rise, being 95 degrees 
in the shade today. The price usually paid 
for ice is $4.80 a ton; today it is $14.40. Twen- 
ty ships loaded with cotati wp are held up 
in the harbor. 

The porters in the Billingsgate fish mar- 
ket have decided to go on strike if their 
demands are not satisfied. The other mar- 
kets have been hit py the shortage of pré6- 
visions caused by the strike, and today at 
the Smithfield meat market a riot occurred. 
Already the price of fish has increased. 


Great Beef Famine Feared, 

The manager of one of the largest houses 
importing American beef says that unless 
the strike is settled by tomorrow there wil! 
be the greatest beef famine that this country 
known. 

All attempts to move wagone loaded with 
London's supplies of meat, fruit, and provi- 
sions were stopped by the strikers, in many 
instanges only after a fight with the police. 
There has been much overturning of vans 
and destruction of supplies, the women join- 
ing the men in preventing a repienisaing of 
the markets, where prices are nearing figures 
that are prohibitive for all but the well-to-do. 

Tons of California pears, Tasmanian ap- 
ples and French fruits are rotting in their 
erates and Covent Garden is almost without 
fruit. Practically no business was done on 
| the corn exchange, aa the seller were unable | 
to guarantee delivery. 


125,000 Persons Are Idle. 

The number of men who are on strike here 
for higher wages totals about 65,000, and it is 
estimated that at least 125,000 persons are 
idle as a result. Nearly as many outsiders 
as there are etrikers are affected, and stil) 
more are expected to suffer. The men who 
are out on strike today include 10.000 London 
dock laborers, 30,000 railway men, car men, 
and carters, 6,000 lightermen, 6,000 coal por- 
ters, 8,000 stevedores, 300 tugboat engineers 
and pilots, and 2,000 casual laborers. 

At a meeting of strikers at Tower Hill 
this afternoon Benjamin Tillett, secretary of 
the Dock, Wharf, Riverside, and General 
workers’ Union of Great Britain, announced 
that orders had been. issued calling out every 
man of the port of London. 

At Li®erpool, where there is a railway 
atrike, there are 8.000 railway and freight 
porters out, and at Manchester, where the 
railway strike also prevai'ls, there are 10,000 
engineers and laborers out of employment. 
The strikers in Liverpool are rioting and to- 
night attacked the Lime street station. in the 
heart of the city, which Is in a state of siege. 


CHILD KILLS MAN ON A DARE; 
DARER NOW BETRAYS HIM. 


11 YearOlM Boy Misses Targets in Shoot- 
ing Gallery When He Uses Rifle—He 
and Companion Flee Before Caught 


A dare from a companion caused 11 year old 
Stanley Wojeteski, 2065 North Avers avenue, 
to fire the shot Monday night which killed 
Frank Stratton, an employé in a shooting 
gallery at Riverview park. The remorse of 
the darer resulted last night in the betrayal 
of the boy who took the dare. The slayer is 
being held at the Juvenile home. 

For three days Stanley and two other boys 
kept secret the manner in which Stratton 
was killed. One of the boys, John Skures, 
2021 North Avers avenue, was employed in 
the same gallery. It was his first day at 
work. Stanley and another friend, William 
Rokascs, 2019 North Avers avenue, came {o 
watch him. 

The Skures boy dared Stanley to shoot at 
a target. Stanley shot and the bullet killed 
Stratton. Then he and William Rokascz 
ran. The other boy concealed his knowledge 
from his employers and the police, but told 
his perents. They reported it to the police.

AMERICANS FLEE 
FIRE IN LONDON 
AT THE CARLTON 


Flames Practically Ruin Beav- 
fiful Hotel and Drive Out 
Guests and Employes. 


ACTOR J. L. FINNEY KILLED 


Visitors from This Country Figure 
in Many Thrilling Rescues 
While Crowd Watches. 


BAGGAGE LOST BY CKICAGOANS 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNDE.] 

LONDON, Aug. 9.—Fire and water today 
ruined the beautiful Hotel Carlton, one of 
London's show places and the resort of the 
most fashiongble English and American s0o- 
clety. Three floors practically were ruined 
by the flames and the rest of the house, in- 
cluding the famous restaurant, which was 
opened by the late King Edward VII. was 
inundated. 

One person—an American—lost his life. This 
was Jameson Lee Finney, the actor, whose 
most recent and best known American per- 
formance was in ‘‘ The Deep Purple.” 

Mr. Finney's body was found in the bath- 
room adjoining his room on the fifth floor of 
the amnex. Apparently he had gone into the 
bathroom before dressing and was asphyx- 
lated. Ihe body was taken to the morgue. 

Apart from this one death there were few 
accidents. There were only four patients 
taken to the Charing Cross horpital, three of 
whom were overcome by the smoke and heat, 


hand. 
Exciting Rescues by Americans. 


There were several exciting rescues, both 
by firemen and by American guests.at the 
hotel. 

One of the most plucky participants in 
the rescues was R. W. Daniel, a Philadel- 
phia banker, who. with a companion, an 
Englishman, was in his room on the fifth 
floor. The Englishman was overcome by 
smoke. Daniel seized him and got him out 
of the window and then descended a rope 
three stories with the Englishman tucked 
under his arm. Mr. Danie! hurt hie foot 
slightly. 

John C. Greenway of Bisbee, Ariz., one 
of Roosevelt's Rough Riders, was on 
the fourth floor when he heard the alarm. 
He didn't think much of it at first, but soon 
saw that the fire was making terrific head- 
way. ‘Ihe guests on the fifth flaor were in 
the greatest danger, and Greenway hurried 
there. He found a number of hysterical 
women huddled together. He carried two 
women and a boy to places of safety and 
went back for others. He heard screams in 
the distance, but was beaten back by smoke. 


Wanamaker Helps Save Women. 

John Wanamaker the New York and 
Philadelphia merchant, assisted in taking 
several woman from the fifth floor. 

A guest named Isadore Morse, who was 
registered from New York, had a room on 
the fourth floor on the Pall Mall side. He 
said he was taking a bath when the alarm 
was sounded and when he looked out he 
saw three women lightly clad and not know- 
ing which way to turn. He induced them to 
descend by the escapes and later he said he 
assisted in a number of other rescues. 

Other Americans, although they escaped 
without great peril, were victims of the fire 
in that they lost their baggage. 

Miss Jessie Gardiner and Mrs. C. W. Ship- 
pey and her son of Chicago had a particularly 
hard experience. They arrived at the hotel 
from Oxford after 6 and within an hour 
were without their wardrobe. 

From the rear of the hotel Vance McCor- 
mick of Chicago. an old time Yale athlete, 
said he saw women calmly tie sheets to- 
gether and thus descend to the lower floors. 
Two invalid women were wrapped 'n blan- 
kets and carried down fire escapes. 


Fire Starts at Dinner Time. 

The fire started about dinner time in the 
pantry on the second floor and is believed 
to have been caused by the blowing out of a 
fuse in the food elevator. The flames musbh- 
roomed from the shaft on all the floors above. 

At first the hotel firemen and servants 
thought they could control the fire, but ina 
few minutes it was beyond their control and 
wae bursting out of the windows on all floors 
above the second, and out of the roof. The 
fire engines arrived in rapid succession in 
response to a district cail. 

Meanwhile the cry of “ fire’’ had resounded 
through the passageways on all the floors 
an@ startled women, in al! stages of dis- 
habile, men and servants rushed out of their 
rooms. They were met by firemen with 
lines of hose in teétr hands. 


Fierce Flames Hamper Firemen. 

The first of the firemen to arrive recognized 
the situdtion and sent ip the brigade call, 
which brought twenty-five steamers and 250 
firemen, together with automatic ladders. 
The building was then surrounded by water 
towers and fireescapes. The main entrance 
was a congested mass of hose that was car- 
ried to every floor. The flames and smoke 
were so fierce outside that the fremen were 
hampered for a time. 

At first it looked as if not only the Carlton, 
but Hie Majesty’s theater, which adjoins, 
would be destroyed, but the spread of the 
flames was checked before thuy reached the 
theater. 

Tnere were six Mnes of hose at one time 
stretched from the street to the roof. Some 
of the hose was imperfect and burst, send- 
ing a shower of water over the spectators 
The automatic laddere were useful to the 
firemen, as with their assistance they were 
able to fight the fire from the level of the 
sixth floor, where it was hottest, pouring In 
‘jets of water ata height of nearly 100 feet. 

There was a constant stream of salvage 
men and servants taking out carpets, furni-

TONS OF DEAD FISH 
IMPERILSUBURBS 


Maywood, Forest Park, Mel- 
rose Park, ‘and River For- 
est Fear Epidemic Along 
the Desplaines River. 


DRAW FLIES, MOSQUITOES. 


Citizens Who Tore Out Dam 
Work Without Pay to Save 
Families; Bury Millions 


of Carp, Ete. 


Citizene of Maywood, who demolished the 
dam across Desplaines river in their village 
after midnight yesterday morning, spent the 
remainder of the day sweeping the stream 
of filth which has menaced the health of 
their cormmunity. 

Before the day was done dead fish estimated 
at 2,000,000 in number had been piled in heaps 
along the river and buried in deep graves. 
There are probably several millions more of 
decaying fieh—carp, bullheads, and minnows 
—along the river. The odor from the de 
composed animal and vegetable matter in 
the river and the nearby swamps is as bad as 
ever. Citizens of Maywood, Forest Park. 
Melrose Park, and River Forest are in seri- 
ous danger of typhoid and other epidemics. 


Fish Die by Hundreds of Thousands. 

Water above the destroyed dam had be- 
come so stagnant that the fish were dying 
by the hundreds of thousands’daily for @ 
month. The dead fish floated down to the 
dam at Maywood and went no further. A 
large proportion drifted up along banks of 
the stream where they decayed. Poisonous 
fumes from the dead fish caused the citizens 
of Maywood to demand that the dam of the 
North Shore Electric company be taken out. 
The company refused. 

The cleaning of the river was done under 
directions of Marshal L. H. Sweeney. Shov- 
eis and pickaxes were wsed.. The men 
worked in an atmosphere almost unbearable, 
and their disagreeable task was rendered 
more difficult because of filles and mosquitoes. 
The villagers say that no men could have 
been hired for money to handle the dead fish. 
The men were workin gto save their families. 


River Must Purify Itsdf. 

“It is the worst job I have ever tackled,” 
said Marshal Sweeney at night, “ and it ie not 
more than begun. The odor is just as bad 
now as it was before, and it will be days. 
if not weeks, before the river purifies itse 
and the swamps are drained. 

“We worked all day long tike Trojans, 
piling up the dead Gish and digging deep 
graves. The files almost ate us up. I'l} bet 
those files carry enough poison germs to 
kill all Chicago. 

‘““To make matters worse, the village 
garbage man, on whom we banked, got drunk. 
I had to lock him up. He failed us iust at 
the time we most needed him. 

“We are going to clean up all the dead 
fisb, and bury them, and then we are going 
to kill the files and mosquitoes. Some of those 
mosquitoes weigh a pound. Citizens of May- 
wood, Forest Park, Melrose Park, and River 
Forest are going to raise a fund and buy 
several barrels of crude oll and pour it into 
the river. That will kill the mosquitoes and 
files.’’ 

Company Threatens Suit. 

It was reported during the day that the 
North Shore Electric company, which pro- 
vides the western suburbs with electric light 
an@ which owned the dam across the Des- 
plaines river, may sue the destroyers of the 
dam. ©. L. Rankin, president of the May- 
wood town board; Marshal Sweeney. and 
Attorney Fred Laramie, together with the 
workmen, may become defendants in suits 
brought by thecompany. President Rankin 
an@ Marshal Sweeney laughed at the report 

“We have a nice, clean, and comfortable 
jall here at Maywood, and we don’t care if 
they do arrest us,” sald President Rankin. 

“We had served an official order on the 
company officials to tear down the dam five 
days before we did s0 ourselves. They paid 
no attention to us, although they knew that 
every day the new dam was holding back 
the water the health of our villages was 
being menaced by disease.” 


Says Company Had No Right to Dam. 
Marshal Sweeney said the North Shore 
Electric company had no right to the dam. 
The dam has been in existence for several] 
years, but a month ago the North Shore 
company raised it three feet, shutting off the 


water and raised its level above the dam to 


supply water for condensers of their power 
plant. This, President Rankin says, the com- 
pany had no right to do. 

The maywood officials and workers tore 1 
hole in the center of the dam, sixteen fee’ 
long, so that the water now flows as freely 
as it ever did.

HUGE CROP LOSSES 
FEDERAL REPORT; 
BLIGHT OF DROUTH 


Com Yield of Country Shrinks 
Approximately Third of Billion 
Bushels In a Month. 


JULY WORST IN TEN YEARS 


Lack of Rain and Intense Heat Cause 
Big General Decline; Almost 
Equals 1901 Record. 


TRADERS SEE HIGHER PRICES 


The greatest decline in the condition of 
crops during a single month sihce 190l—e 
general slump throughout the country. due 
to uth and intense heat—is indicated in 
the government crop report for August. It 
was published by the department of agricul- 
ture yesterday. 

The report presents estimates of the aam- 
age done to all crops during July. It is the 
most discouraging as to general conditions 
that the department has issued for any sincsle 
month in a decade. It indicates a yield per 
acre smaller than in any year durirg the 
tem year period. 

At the same time, it estimates the total pro- 
duction will be exceeded tn only five vears in 
the history of the country. 


Worst Month in Decade. 

An analysis of the report and comparisons 
with those of previous years show that there 
probably never has been a month In the his- 
tory of crop reporting when the losses during 
any one month in all crops have been as 
great as during July. Until the latter part . 
of the month the drought over the great part 
of the corn belt was unbroken, while intense 
heat added gréatly to the damage. 

The promise of the corn crop is cut down 
335,000,000 bushels, according to the report. 
The estimated crop on August 1 was 2,620,- 
221,400 bushels. This compares with a prom- 
ise on July 1 of 2,956.000,000 bushels and a 
final yield last year of 3.125.968 000 bushels.

All Crops Hard Hit. 

The spring wheat yield is brought down 
from 245,000,000 bushels to an indicated crop 
of only 200.575.000 bushels. There was a 
serious loss in condition of the oats crop, the 
suggested yield being 818,000,000 bushels, or 
309,000 000 bushels less than the big crop of 
last year. 

In addition to the damage from heet and 
drought the northwestern epring wheat coun- 
try suffered from black rust and blight. The 
condition of the spring wheat crop was placed 
at 59.8. compared to *3.8 a month ago and 
61 last year, whew there was a practical fai! 
ure of the North Dakota crop. 

The hay crop was hit about as bad by the 
lack of the usual rains as the cereals, the 
August promise being for a crop of about 
49,000,000 tons, against a final yleld last year 
of nearly 61,000,000, a drop of 12,000.000 tons. 

Rye and barley were also hard hit, the tn- 
dicated yleld of rye being 30,677,000 busheis. 
against 33,030,000 bushels last year, and of 
barley, 139,000,000 bushels, against 1462 000,000) 
bushels in 1910. 

Damage to Corn Greatest. 

By far the greatest damage during the 
month was inflicted on the corn crop of the 
big surplus states of the middle west and in 
the southwest. The enormous losses are 
indicated by the big declines in condition 
from July 1. On that date lowa was given a 
condition of 98; on Aug. 1 it was 68, a drop 
of 30 points, indicating nearly a third smaller 
crop. Kansas dropped from 67 to 4; Mis- 
souri from 78 to 61; Illinois from 88 to 74: 
Nebraska from 82 to #4; Oklahoma from # te 
88. and Indiana from 91I to 8: Oblo, 88 to 
60: Michigan, 91 to 81. These are the states 
in which the great bulk of the crop is raised. 
In the southern States, where the acreage 
is smalier, the crop showing was better. 

The average condition of the crop was 
placed at 69.6, compared to 80.1 a month age 
and 70.8 a year ago. Even allowing for an 
increasé of nearly 2,000,000 acres in the total 
area this year. the crop promise ts about 505,- 
000,000 bushels short of the record crop eof 
last year. 

In all the states where the losses were 
heavy the early season deficiency in mols. 
ture was a big factor. Following the short- 
age in rainfall during the fore part of the 
growing season, the continued drouth and 
hot winds caused immense damage. 

The report was not issued until just at the

pert on prices. Traders generally regarded 
the report as one of the most bullish ever 
issued at this time of year, especially as it 
shows nearly every crop to have suffered 
serious damage. In previous years there usu- 
ally has been one or two at least of the 
leading cereals showing heavy yields, enab- 
ling substitution, but this season everything, 
with the exception of winter wheat, shows a 
sensational depreciation in prospects. 

The shortage in corn and oats and hay 
already is refiected in higher prices for hoga, 
and promises to*make a tremendous differ- 
ence in’ the cost of living. the next twelve 
months, so far as meats are concerned.

Great Spring Wheat Losses. \ 

A feature of the report is the great losses 
in spring wheat in the Dakotas and Min- 
nesota. The condition of spring wheat de- 
clined fourteen points during July, the 
August condition being given at 58.8 and 
the total crop 26,000,000 bushels smaller than 
indicated in July. The crop in North Dako- 
ta lost eighteen points during July, Minnesota 
thirteen points, while a practical crop failure 
is indicated in South Dakota, the condition 
being only 31. compared to 33 ip July. 

The serious feature of the report on gpring 
wheat is the fact that it does not take into 
account much of the damage from black 
rust which has developed and caused great 
injury to the crop since the government re- 
ceived its report from correspondents. This 
would indicate an even lower condition next 
month. 

Wi_ter Wheat Slightly Hurt. 

The winter wheat estimate was not much 
changed from last month, the estimate being 
455.149.000 bushels, making a total crop prom- 
ise. with the 200,575,000-bushels spring wheat, 
of 664,724,000 bushels, compered to a final 
yield last year of 695,498,000 bushels.

Oats Show Big Drop. 

The unusualiy low condition of 65.7 was 
given on oats, compared to 68.8 a month ago 
and 87.5 a vear ago, the Indicated crop being 
818,000,000 bushels, compared to a yield last 
year of 1,127,000,000 bushels. In some states 
the oats crop has been nearly destroyed in 
some sections, the drouth affecting the crop 
early in the season and heat damage finish- 
ing the work later. 

In Nebraska the condition is only 39, a 
drop of fifty points compared to a year ago: 
while in South Dakota there was further 
small deterioration from last month, the

Makes Wage Demands 
That Arouse Roads. 


UNIONS OF EACH TRADE. 


Latest Organization Covers the 
Crafts in All Shops; Mem- 
bership Now 6,000. 


The ambitions of the railway department 
of the American Federation of Labor to per- 
fect an organization of the railway mechan- 
ical department employés is declared by rail- 
Way officials to be responsible for the recent 
demands for higher wages arid impraved 
working conditions which have been made 
on a humber of the big rallroad systems. 

The plan of the federation's department, 
which was organized at Denver three years 
ago, is to form system federations of em- 
ployés fh the various shop trades to conduct 
wage negotiations with the managements of 
one road at atime. The separate organiza- 
tions which exist in each shop now act on 
Wage questions. . | 

This is the practice being followed. on the 
Harriman lines, which have been confronted 
with general demands by the shop men; also 
on the Illinols Central and Rock Island, 
which have been asked for conferences. 
Several other roads have madé settlements 
im the last few months asa result. 


Railways About to Fight. 
While the railroads do not regard the pros- 
pect as serious at present, and éxpect no 
further developments for twoor three weeks, 
it if admitted that they consider the de- 
mands of organized labor have gone far 
enough and thet they intend to take a firm 
stand before yielding rurther in wages or 
contracts.

The plan of eampargn is to form a com- 
mittee or * federation ’’ composed of repre- 
sentatives of each of the various organiza- 
tions, to present a united tront in deanng 
with the managements of the individual 
roads. The, Union Pacific and Southern Ps- 
cific have declined to deal with the federa- 
tion, but have expressed a willingness to 
meet the representatives of the regular or- 
ganizations as in the past, and it is declared 
the next moveis up tothe mén. No definite 
threat of strike has been made thus far, with 
the exception of a minor walkout in the shops 
at Houstén, ‘vex. 

“ It seems as if they are trying to work out 
an organization among the railway shop men 
something like the building trades organiza- 
tion’ in Chicago,” said a railway executive, 
“so that one department could reinforce its 
demands by calling upon the other depart- 
ments for sympathetic action. It is easy to 
see that a serious situation might be created 
if such a plan were carried out. Conditions 
in one branch of work or on different roads 
are so widely¥ different that they should not 
all be handled together.” - 


Trouble Has Been Brewing. 

The Big Four hae been engaged in a con- 
troversy with its telegraph operators for 
nearly a year, and a strike vote was taken 
gome time ago, following an unsuccessful 
appeal to Vice President C. E. Schaff of the 
New York Central lines, after the demands 
for increased pay had been refudsd by the 
Cincinnati officers. On July 27 a meeting was 
held in Buffalo, at which it was decided to 
present a demand on all of the lines of the 
system, which would include the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central, but these have been 
held in abeyance pending the return of Presi- 
dent W. C. Brown from Europe in September, 
when he will be appealed to by the organiza- 
tion. 

Among the roads having headquarters in 
Chicago, it was asserted yesterday that the 
Rock Island is the only one involved with 
operators. General Manager ‘Tinsman has 
been in conference for several weeks with 
a committee of operators, working out a 
readjustment of the wage schedules and 
granting increases of $8 to $10 in many cases. 
When this work is completed Mr. Tinsman 
expects to confer with the shopmen. 


RAIL KEY MEN ASK. Zz. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., Aug, 9.—Members of 
the Order of Railroad Telegraphers have 
asked for a meeting with the répresentatives 
of the New York Central, at which time the 
telegraphers, according te local members of 
the order, will present a demand for a 15 
per cent increase in wages along the entire 
New York Central lines. Thousdnds of oper- 
ators will be involved. 

According to the agreement between the 
telegraphers and’ the railroad company, the 
company must be given thirty days’ notice 
that a conference is desired.

"Bhe first of the protests was given by the 
Rev. George Chalmers Richmond, rector of 
St. John’s Episcopal church tn Philadelphia. 
In a sermon on Sunday he assalied the mar- 
riage and the conditions i New ‘York's 
‘400’ which would permit it The Rev. 
| Mr. Wilkerson of Trinity church, New York, 
replied to him and brought forth a denuncila- 
tion which included an attack on Trinity 
church iteelf. 

Other bishop’ and pestors have taken up 
the wattle, and from their pulpits and in pub- 
lic statements they declare that the union 
should not be allowed. 


Bishop Whitehead Opposes. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 9.—[Special. }—Bishop 
Cortland Whitehead of the Episcopal church

“It. was absolutely inexcusable for them 
not to guard her better,"’ Mrs. Hager said 
last might. “ They knew perfectly well that 
she was not fit to be trusted to.walk from 
her bed to the dining room, yet they let 
her sleep unguarded in the ‘ irresponsible’ 
ward. I'd like to know what irresponsi- 


ble means if it doesn't mean that you need 
some one to take care of you. 

“She might have died peacefully {n an- 
other six months, but instead she suffered 
agonies before she died.’’ 

It was a little after midnight when Mrs. 
Biging left her bed. The night nurse, Miss 
Margaret McNichols, had just gone into ward 
B 3. The whereabouts of the “ guards " has 
not been stated. With her eyes fixed on the. 
patch of blackness at the end of the ward, the 
old woman walked straight out into vacancy, 
unguided and unwarned. BWven if her mind 
had been sufficiently perceptive, the weak- 
ness of her eyes would have kept her from 
seeing the death which lay before her. 


“Accident,” Says Coroner’s Jury. 

A coroner’s jury turned in a verdict of acci- 
dental death. No responsibility was fixed. 

The woman had five children, all of whom 
had deserted her—Gustav Biging, 3422 Beach

while the Republicans denounce them as po- 
Mtical subterfuges and insist on the exercise 
of the veto power to bldck any tariff legisla- 
tion in advance of the commission report. 

Not only is this true, but it is notable that 
in some instances President Taft and his 
commission receive more considerate treat- 
ment at the hands of southern Democrats 
than they did at the hands of the Republic- 
ans of the northwest, aroused by reciprocity. 


Oklahomans Strong for Bills. 

Of the new states listed today Oklahoma 
shows the strongest Republican sentiment 
in favor of the signing of the bills, five out 
of sixteen favoring such action. This is 
probably due to the fact that Oklahoma will 
be considerably affected by reciprocity in 
grain. 

The strongest support for the president's 
contemplated action came from the big east- 
ern states, New York showing thirty-one 
Republicans for veto to two for the sign- 
img of the bills, New Jersey 10 to 1, and Penn- 
syivania 12 to 3.

The vote in the sen- 
ate, 56 to 18, by which the measure was 
passed, indicates a probability of the bill | 
being passed over his veto there, although 
the senate leaders say a two-thirds vote can- 
not be secured on such a proposition. 
There is a provision in the bill that the 
judiciary recall shall again be voted on by 
the people of Arizong as a separate proposi- 
tion, but this plan does not satisfy Mr. Taft.

Opening of Zionist Congress. 


BASEL, Switzerland, Aug. 9%.—The tenth 
Zionist congress op@ned at the city casino 
today with 500 delegates, representing nearly 
every part of the globe, taking part, and some 
2,000 spectators in the galleries, David Wolff- 
sohn of Cologne, the president and chairman 
of the executive committee, opened the pro- 
ceedings. <a 


Mr. Wolffsohn, in welcoming the delega- 
tion, reviewed the immense progress of the 
Zionist movement since its inception and 


despite the great obstacles of the opposition. 
He declared that it was the ardent desire of 
the Zionists to become a loyal and useful part 
of the Ottoman empire, which throughout his- 
tory and at present, he said, had been ex- 
ceedingly kind to the Jews. The president 
outlined the work of the oongress, the pur- 
pose of which is to strengthen the organiza- 
tion. The delegates received the speech with 
enthusiasm. 

Max Nordau followed with an address de- 
picting in the darkest tints the present situa- 
tion of the Jews in eastern Europe. Nothing 
was left for them, he said, but to work out 
their own salvation, and the Zionist hope is 
the hope of those Jews who wish to live, 
Nordau was optimistic of the possibility of re- 
alizing the Zionist ideal. 

America is represented by Prof. Harry 
Friedenwald of Johns Hopkins’ university, 
Prof. Richard J. H. Gottheil of Columbia 
university, A. Lumbarski, Leon Kamaiky, ed- 
itor of the New York Tageblatt; Dr. Smirnow 
of Connecticut, Dr. Israe] Friedlander, the 
orientalist, of New York; Max Shulman, grand 
master of the Order of Knights of Zion, West- 
ern Federation: of Chicago; and B. Horwich, 
vice grand master of the same body, of Chi- 
cago. The two latter were sent as delegates 
from their order,

Nearly 10,000 Jews celebrated last night, at 
the grounds of the Chicago Hebreg institute, 
the opening of the t@nth annual ~®rnational 
Zionist congress at Basel, Switzerland. It 
was said to be the largest gathering of Jews 
ever brought together in Chicago. The cele- 
bration was held under the auspices of the 
Order of Knights of Zion, 

The address of the evening was made by Dr. 
Morris Levin. He spoke on “ The National Sig- 
nificance of the Congress.” He declared that 
Zionism had checked the assimilation of the 
Jewish nation. B. Aberson spoke on “The 
Progress of Zionism.” 

There were moving pictures showing scenes 
in modern and ancient Palestine. The band of 
the Nathan Marks Jewish Orphen home fur- 
nished the music. A contribution which was 
collected at the meeting will go to the Jewish 
national fund.

Church Wars on Labor Unions. 


Grand Rapids, Mich,, Aug. 9.—Classis Grand 
Rapids West of the Christian Reformed de- 
nomination, representing seventeen churches 
and 8,000 members, today unanimously adopt- 
ed the report of the committee of fourteen 
which demands that all members of the de- 
nomination resign from labor unions. 

It is held that the oath required cannot be 
taken by a church member; that the organisa- 
tions are not founded on brotherhood of man 
but are for material purposes; that the burial 
section of the ritual is not sufficiently relig- 
fous, and ‘that the organizations are not found- 
ed on religion. 

This action affects 700 of the striking furni- 
ture workers in this city, and also affects 400 
men in Chicago, 400 in Paterson, N. J., and 
about 300 in various other cities,

Rice Pudding. 


ICE is good for hungry people. It is 

good for the laborer, to whom it gives 

a “Japanese back,” and it is especially 

good for sick people and _ children. 

Thousands of people every year get, by 
the physician’s prescription, rice as their first 
solid food as they come up out of the 
valley of the shadow, and how good it seems! 
Isn’t it strange that they so soon forget how 
gratifying it was, and when they are once 
fairly well again suffer many things from im- 
paired digestion instead of eating it? 

Rice pudding used to be a standby in many 
homes, but can hardly be saiq to be so now. 
Miss Beecher, schoolmistress, in her old timey 
way, gives many recipes for boys and girls 
and says in this connection many things com- 
mendatory of rice. She has a recipe for “ Lit- 
tle Boys’ Pudding” which reads as follows: 
One teacup of rice, one teacup of sugar, one- 
half teacup of butter, one quart of milk, nut- 
meg, cinnamon, and salt to taste. Put the 
butter in melted and mix all in a pudding 
dish and bake it two hours, stirring it fre- 
quently, until the rice is swollen. This is 
good made without butter, 

Miss Mae Tinée has recently told us of a 
certain woman of the stage whose hobbies are 
cooking and swimming, and this particular 


actress is far from being ~-the only one with- 


the former hobby, as witness especially May 
Irwin. Miss Tinee reports this lady’s colored 
maid as saying that there never were such 
rice puddings as those her mistress makes. 
The scribe did not dare to try to give the 
exact recipe for these, but says: “I know 
she used lots of butter and raisins and the 
yolks and whites of five eggs, and that after 
the pudding is baked a lovely custard rises to 
the top of it. Wouldn’t that make you hun- 
gry? It did me,” 

This pudding is evidently not “ Poor Man's 
Rice Pudding,” but then there are some scores 
of rice puddings with other names. The 
“brown skin” mentioned below is what most 
people consider a delectable mouthful.

Baby Rice Pudding.—Boll three heaping ta- 
blespoons of rice in water twenty, minutes 
and drain. Boll one pint of milk and add the 
rice with three tablespoons of sugar and a 
piece of butter about the size of a small wal- 
nut. Put all into a shallow pudding dish and 
bake in a slow oven, stirring in three times 
the brown skin that forms, then add a tea- 
spoon of vanilla extract. Brown and serve 
cold.—-Mrs, G, S. Titus, 920 Alexander place, 

Creamed Rice Pudding.—To one quart bottle 
of milk—do not remove the cream—add one 
and a qugrter tablespoons of rice, two table- 
spoons sugar, one-quarter teaspoon of salt, a 
piece of butter size of a small almond, and 
one-quarter of a nutmeg grated. Place dish 
in oven in pan of water. Cook slowly three 
or four hours. For the first hour keep coy- 
ered and stir four times.—Mrs, Ludlow R. Le 
Furgy, Winnetka, IIL 

Old Fashioned Creamy Rice Pudding.—One 
quart of milk, three tablespoons rice, one 
tablespoon sugar, one-fourth cup of raisins. 
Put into a pudding dish and place tn a mod@aer- 
ate oven to bake for an hour or more. Stir 
every ten minutes the first half hour. Serve 
cold. This, if well made, will be rich, creamy, 
and delicious.—Mrs. Ella B. Burdick, 4846 North 
Hermitage avenue.

Solicitor of Agricultural De- 
partment Says He Struck 
Out Words ‘Benzoic Acid’ 


LAWYER EXPOSES FACT. 


Sanctions Employment of Expert 
on Terms Like Those Named 
in Wiley Case. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—The investiga. 
tion of the “ Wiley incident ” In the depart 
ment of agriculture reached an acute stage 
in the Moss committee of inquiry in the house 
of representatives today. 

Evidence showing that Solicitor McCabe 
pad removed the words “ benzoic acid "’ and 
gubstituted the word ‘‘caffein™ before cir- 
eulating a judgment against a food manu- 
facturer in a Missouri court, was only one 
incident in a session full of lively clashes. 

The judgment sentenced a food manufac- 
turer for using “ deleterious substances—to- 
wit; Cocaine, benzoic acid, and coal tar— 
dyes” ina food product. 

Mr. McCabe said that in the complaint, as 
drawn up by the agricultural department 
the charges were not based on the use of 
benzoic acid, and the department had found 
that some coal tar @yes are not harmfu! 
He made the changes in the order of judg- 
ment, therefore, to make {t conform to the 
eriginal citation by the department of agri- 
eulture. 

“The record shows that this firm pleaded 
guilty to a cvarge of adulteration with ben- 
poic acid and coal tar dyes,”’ declared Attor- 
pey Davis; “but this witness admits that 
be changed those words before sending out 
the judgment as a public record.”

Attorney Davis asked Mr, McCabe whether

GEN. GEORGE.W. GORDON DEAD. 


Commander of Southern Veterans 
Passes Away in Memphis—Noted 
in Confederacy. 


Memphis, Tenn., Aug. 9.—[Special.)-—Gen. 
George W. Gordon, veteran of the confeder- 
ate army and commander-in-chief of the 
United Confederate Veterans, died today. 
He was representative in congress frem the 
Tenth Tennessee district. At one time he 
was an official in the interior department. He 
was known all over the south. 

Gen. Gordon was born in Giles county, Ten- 
nessee, on Oct. 5, 1836, and reared in Mis- 
sissippi and Texas. He enrolled in the army 
of the confederacy ag drillmaster of the 
Eleventh Tennessee infantry, held this po- 
sition a few weeks, and was elected to a 
captaincy. In rapid succession he was made 
lieutenant colonel and colonel. He took a 
prominent part in all the campaigns of Ten- 
nessee and Georgia, being captured three 
times. He served with distinction at Chick- 
amauga and Missionary Ridge and in the 
engagements between Sherman and Joseph 
E. Johnston when Sherman was making his 
march to the sea. : 

It was at this time that Gordon was ap- 
pointed to the rank of brigadier general 
turned north into Tennessee with Gen. Hood 
and there participated in his last battle, that 
of Franklin, Tenn., on Nov. 80, 1864. He led 
the first line of assauit on the position of the 
union forces under Gen. Schofield and saw 
his command annihilated under the walls of 
the federal intrenchments. Of the 20,000 men 
composing the confederate army fully one- 
third were lost.

Secretary of Treasury Will | 
Pass on Trust Company 
Adjuncts’ Legality. 


MAYER DEFENDS POSITION 


Lawyer and Financier Go to 
Washington to Plead Their 
Case in Person. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—(Special.J— 
Whether Chicago national banks will be re- 
quired to dissolve all connection with the 
state trust companies which they now control 
will be decided by Secretary of Treasury Mac- 
Veagh within the next week. 

Attorney General Wickersham had advised 
Mr. MacVeagh that the relation between the 
Nationa! City bank of New York and its allied 
institution, the National City company, is 
illegal under the federal banking laws. The 
secretary will decide whether the same ver- 
dict should apply to the Chicago banks. 

George M. Reynolds, president of the Con- 
tinenta! and Commercial National bank of 
Chicago, and Attorney Levy‘ Mayer, also of 
that city, conferred with Mr. MacVeagh to- 
day on the questions that have been raised 
by the attorney general's opinion. James M. 
Beck, counsel for the National City company, 
appeared yesterday before the secretary and 
presented arguments against the »yosition 
take by te attorney general. 


Put Arguments in Writing. 
Both Mr. Mayer and Mr. Beck were re- 
quired by Mr. MacVeagh to reduce their ar- 
guments to writing and submit the briefs be- 
fore final disposition of the matter. Presi- 
gent Reynolds and Attorney Mayer were 
shown the attorney general's opinion in the 


_ National City case, and later in the day they 


returned to the treasury and submitted their 
arguments. 

Mr. Mayer did not oppose the findings of 
the attorney genera! in the New York matter, 
but he contended that the situation in Chi- 
cago is not in the same category. He argued 
that even if the relation between the two 
institutions in New York is illegal it does 
not follow that the same reasoning applies 
to Chicago. 

The two Chicago men discussed with the 
secretary specifically the relations between 
the Continental and Commercial National 
bark and its two controlled institutions. the 
Continental and Commercial Trust and Sav- 
ings bank and the Hibernjan Banking asso- 
elation. 

As tn the case of the First National and the 
First Trust and Savings bank, the stock of 
the s‘ate Institution is held by a trustee for 
tts owners. the stockholders of the national 
bank. A share of stock in the national bank 
cannot be sold without carrying with it the 
proportionate amount of stock of the state 
institutfon and vice versa. 


Observes Letter of Law. 

In this manner the close connection of the 
naeional bank and the tsate security com- 
pany is perpetuated. Although the national 
bank owns no stock in the security company, 
which would be unlawful, it possesses 
through this rélation the same control which 


it would enjoy by direct stock ownership. 
“This same device is employed by the National 


City bank to control the National City Se- 
curity company. 

The attorney general in his opinion holds 
that the National City company was or- 
ganized, for the purpose of holding the stocks 
of other banks and corporations for the Na- 
tional City bankgand that therefore it is 
fliegai. Under its charter the National City 
company can carry on almost any business 
except that of banking Mr. Wickersham 
condemys the purpose of the concern more 
than the trusteeship by which control by the 
‘pank is effected. 

Mr. Mayer argues that the opinion does 
mot affect the Chicago banks for the reason 


that the purpose of the security companies 


aliicd with national banks in that city Is en- 
tirely different from the New York case 


Chicago Case “Different.” 

He points out that the Continental's se- 
curity company is in reality a state bank 
which, under the state law, does general 
banking, including a class of business not 
allowed by the federal banking laws to na- 
tional banks. It accepts savings deposits 
and does a general trust business. But un- 
der the Illinois law a state bank, like a 
national bank, cannot own stocks in other 
banks or corporations. The purpose and 
the business of the state security company 
adjuncts of national banks in Illinois are 
therefore, Mr. Mayer says, entirely differen: 
from those of the National City company ip 
New York. 

The principal question to be decifed in the 
Chicago case is whether the trusteeship con- 
nection between the national bank and the 
security company should be. dissolved as be- 
ing a virtual ownership of the stock of the 
state institution by the national bank. 

Mr. Mayer contends that it is a perfectly 
legitimate priavte arrangement between the 
gtockholcers of the national and the state 
fmetitutions. On the other han¢, it is con- 
tended that by this device the national bank 
accomplishes the control it would have 
through the actual ownership of the stock if 
mot debarred by the federal law. 

Scheme Invented by Forgan. 

This control of the security company by 
the national bank has been approved Dy the 
treasury department ever since President 
Forgan of the First National bank invented 
it. But this does not mean that !t will not 
‘be declared improper by the present admin- 
jatration. The question as to whether the 
Chicago arrangement is an indirect viola- 
tion of the prohibition of stock ownership 
by a national bank wil] receive the secre- 
tary’s closest attention.

LOSE COURT CASE 


“Taxpayer” Suit in Drainage 
Pay Roll Dispute Results 
in “Czar’s” Defeat. 


POWER IN FINANCE BODY. 


Possesses Right to ‘“‘Hire and 
Fire”; President’s Spokes- 
man Hints at Veto. 


A court decision was handed down yester- 
Gay against President Smyth of the sani- 
tary district. It was held that he hae not 
the power to discharge employés of the dis- 
trict. The decision, however, did not break 
the deadlock existing in the board of trustees. 
Nor did it stop the clamoring of the 500 em- 
ployés who have not had a pay day since 
July 1. 

Smyth and his followers, who in the ab- 
sence of Trustee Paullin constitute just 
half of the board, stood firm in their posi- 
tion that no pay roll voucher would be signed 
so long as the names of the thirty-five em- 
ployés “ discharged’ by the president re- 
main in their positions. 

The four Republican members of the board 
now at home are just as determined that 
there shall be no pay roll accepted that does 
not provide pay for the “ discharged "’ men, 
who have continued to work on the advice 
of attorneys. 


All Salaries Are Held Up. 

In the meantime the salaries of trustees 
and employés alike are being held up. 

Judges Charles A. McDonald and Theodore 
Brentano, who heard the suit brought by Mr. 
Smyth's “ taxpayer ”’ friend, John J. Mortell, 
in the Superior court, gave their decision yes- 
terday. They defined the power of the pres- 
ident of the sanitary district and held that 
he and his allies are without right to usurp 
the “ hiring and firing "’ powers of the finance 
committee of the board. 

The writ of mandantts asked in the “ tax- 
payer’ suit, which in effect would have set 
aside the ordinances passed by the board be- 
fore Mr. Smyth was installed in office, was 
denied. Thomas M. Sullivan, Democratic 
trustee and lieutenant of President Smyth 
in the board's internal warfare, acted as 
spokesman for the four Democrats. 


Smyth Crowd to Oontinue. 

“The president still has the power of veto 
and we intend to continue tn the course we 
have traveled to this point,” he said. 

Trustee Wallace G. Clark declared em- 
phatically that the opponents of President 
Smyth have no intention of taking water. 

“Our own salaries and those of the men 
who have brought about this deadlock are 
tied up with the others,’’ he said. 

Another attempt to pass the pay roll will 
be made today. Should there be another 
deadlock, a special meeting will be called 
early next week, when Trustee Paullin will 
be in the city.

Government Prys Into Affairs of Da- 


vid Shapirc and Charles Michal. 
Suspecting Deal to Evade Law. 


The government has started interrogation 
of David Shapiro and Charlies Michal, gar- 
nishee, to learn what chance there is of get- 
ting the $10,000 fine imposed on Shapiro for 
“ moonshining ” operations. 

Shapiro was convicted of acting as a 
“ fence "’ for the Dlinols Fruit Distillery com- 
pany. He was sentenced to @ term in the 
Fort Leavenworth penitentiary and to pay 
a fine of $10,000. ‘ 

He promptly filed a suit in bankruptcy to 
escape the fine. A while ago a $5,000 check 
was malled to him. When the check was 
presented at a Chicago bank for payment 
it was turned over to the government. 

The authorities have reason to believe 
that when Shapiro offered to conmpromise 
the case by paying over a considerable sum, 
he infrusted much of his money to Michal.

A SPOILS RAID CHECKED. 

At a time when permanency of employ- 
ment in the public service seems especially 
doubtful, the decision of Judges Brentano 
and MacDonald in the sanitary board case 
must be welcomed. It is easy to charge 
that the action of the Republican members 
in preventing the discharge of employés is 
merely partisanship, and doubtless partisan- 
ship plays some part in their determination. 
But what is important to the taxpayer is 
that President Smyth’s attempt to dis- 


| charge competent men is spoils politics pure 


and simple, and to be justified only as par- 
tisanship. 

The committee of engineers appointed 
under the previous administration to co- 
operate with the city authorities in order 
to bring about a proper articulation of dis- 
trict and city work to accomplish common 
ends with least waste and best effect, is es- 
pecially worth saving. But most important 
is the public check given'the spoils system, 
which is now making so many gains, open or 
disguised, in the public service. The Re-

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QUESTIONS THAT WILL NOT BE 
ARBITRATED. 

While the arbitration treaties recently 
submitted to the senate were being framed 
the fear was expressed that there might be 
an attempt to make them too comprehen- 
sive. It was said that there were national 
rights and policies which never should be 
left to the decision of any court of arbitra- 
tion, no matter how unbiased. There was 


the Monroe doctrine, for instance. 
A perusal of the treaties will show how 


unfounded are the fears which were enter- 


tained by some. Nothing would be arbi- 
trated under them which was not clearly 
arbitrable. Nothing which Americans 
greatly prize could be lost under those 
treaties. 

Now for the pnoof of that: The treaties 
provide that all differences which are sus- 
ceptible of decision by the principles of law 
or equity shall be referred to the perma- 
nent court at The Hague or some other 
arbitral tribunal which may be agreed on. 
No nation can sacrifice anything except an 
excuse for war by arbitrating such differ- 
ences as a boundary line disagreement or a 


claim for compensation for injuries inflicted 


on one of its citizens which manifestly could 


be decided by the application of legal or 


equitable rules. . 

But there would be cases where one na- 
tion would contend that a difference was 
arbitrable and the other that it was not. 


Then the question would go to a joint high 


commission eomposed of three representa- 
tives of each nation. If all, or all but one, of 
the commissioners should hold the difference 
arbitrable it would, under the treaty, go to 
arbitration. It is inconceivable that if the 
difference should involve the Monroe doc- 
trine or any other great national policy, two 
of the three American commissioners would 
hold it arbitrable. The difference would 
remain undisposed of, but the reference to 
the commission would have averted for the 
time being a possible war and have giver» 
time for diplomacy to exert its soothing in- 
fluence. sa 

The prerogatives of the senate would not 
be lessened by the ratification of the treaties. 
The special agreement in each case of arbi- 
tration would have to be passed on by it. 
That agreement would define the scope of 
the powers of the arbitrators and the ques- 
tion or questions atissue. The senate would 
assent to no agreement which hazarded the 
great interests of the country. 

What the treaties would do if ratified 
would be to “ put a triple brake upon the 
wheels of war.” With them there would be 
time for passion to cool and reason to assert 
itself. They would be proof that the nations 
parties to them had reached a higher stage 
of civilization. The American people de- 
sire the ratification of the treaties and are 
surprised that any senator should oppose 
them. 
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WILLIAM P. FRYE. 

Maine has sent to congress at different 
times men who in some respects measured 
higher than the late Senator Frye. He had 
not the profound intellect of William Pitt 
Fessenden, the brilliancy and personal mag- 
netism of James G. Blaine, or the masterly 
qualities of Thomas B. Reed. He had not 
the gifts which make men national charac- 
ters. But the people of Maine had confi- 
dence in him, and deservedly so. Heserved 
them weli in the house and senate for forty 
years. He died a comparatively poor man, 
and thus escaped the charge brought against 
some public men of growing rich in office. 

When in his prime heowas one of the hard 
workers among the national legislators. No 
great law bears his name, but he had much 
to do with the framing of useful measures 
which came within the scope of the com- 
mittee on commerce. ‘The revenue cutter 
service owes him a debt. His name willpot 
be handed down to posterity among those 
of great senators, and yet their work has 
been often less permanent than his, 

New times call for new men, and Sen- 
ator Frye was pot in tonch with 
these new times. It is hard for a@ 
man who entered active political life in 
the ‘70s, especially if he is of a conserva- 
tive turn of mind, to sympathize with the 
changed political ideas and requirements of 
this generation. Senator Frye’s mind was 
more receptive than the minds of most of 
the other members of the “ old guard.”” The 
fact that he was for the nomination of Taft 
while other New Iingland senators opposed 
it was one indication of that. And yet the 
changed senatorial atmosphere must have 
pained him. : 

Probably at the next electionthe Repub- 
licans will win back Maine. Then it wil) 
devolve on them to send to the senate, if 
they can find him, a man who has all the 
sterling qualities Senator Frye had—ability, 
integrity, and devotion to duty—and who 
is also in sympathy with the political and 
economic ideas of the day. 
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WATER SHORTAGE. 
For many years, always in summer and 
‘gometimes in winter, many householders, 
generally in the southern and southwestern 
parts of the city, bave complained bitterly 
of a lack of water. There have been others 
who have suffered, but have made no com- 
plaints beeause they did not believe it would 
do any good. There have been still others 
who were slightly inconvenienced and kept 
quiet about it. Now that the council commit- 
tee on water bas asked for information and 
has indicated a desire to improve conditions, 
it ought to be flooded with letters. 

Persons who write to the committee or 
to “The Friend of the People” should 
specify as closely as possible the hours or 
days of partial or complete water shortage, 
not omitting to state just where they live 
and on what floor. A digest of these letters 
will show which are the localities that sutf- 
fer the most. That will make it easier to 
determine what remedies should be resort- 
ed to. 

The city never has looked far enough 
ahead in the matter of water supply. Its 
facilities never have kept pace with the

Only so much water 
can be forced through a main of a given 
size. Where too many people are depend- 
ent on it there will be trouble when the de- 
mand for water is most urgent. 

Then there are leaks in the mains, due to 
electrolysis or other causes which account 
for much water not reaching consumers, 
There are defects in house plumbing and 
there is wastage of water in other ways. 

If we shall find from the complaints 
which may now be looked for that one or 
another locality is a constant eufferer from 
water shortage, the chief cause probably 
will be found to be the smal) size of the 
mains, or the inadequacy of the pumping 
engines. 


IN HONOR OF LINCOLN. 
Long before the shogunate was abolished 
in Japan, a century or more before, a shogun 
by his acts so well merited the esteem of 
the people that the nobility came forward 
with gifts in testimony of their gratitude. 

The Daimios brought to Yedo almost | 
priceless presents for the patriot and all 
the nobility willingly taxed themselves to 
do him honor. But one noble was too poor 
to add his gift to those of the multitude. 
What he could have given would have been 
a poor thing and what he did was to plant 
thirty miles of road with the cryptomeria, a 
sacred tree. 

The richer nobles saw his offering and 
smiled. The roadmaker and tree planter 
knew that it was held in low esteem, but 
he told the scoffers: “In a few years your 
costly presents will be forgotten. Men 
will not remember them. They will be gone. 
If the testimonial to him you honor depend- 
ed on them it would be gone. But what I 
have done will last. For 100 years, for 200 
years and more it wil! stand in his honor.” 

The costly gifts of the @obles are for- 
gotten, but on the Tokaido road now stand 
the cryptomeria planted by the poor man. 
The road they ornament is the most beauti- 
ful in Japan and it now honors the shogun 
who deserved well of the people. 

In Washington Speaker Clark has made 
formal announcement of his belief that 
the national highway from Washington to 
Gettysburg will be the best testimonial! of 
national appreciation of a heroic citizen, 
The Japanese found it true. 

The law passed by congress authorizing 
the work of the Lincoln memorial commis- 
sion does not permit it to go out of Wash- 
ington in ‘spending the appropriation and 
the supporters of the highway memorial 
urge that an amendment be passed to make 
it permissible to build the road. 

If possible the two proposals should be 
made complementary and not alternative. 
The nation would not have exceeded its ob- 
ligation if a Lincoln monument in Wash- 
ington marked the beginning of the Lincoln 
roadway to Gettysburg. 
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CANADIAN TEMPERS. 

When an intemperate, foolish man be- 
haves like an angry, petulant child, as did 
a senile patriot in London, Ontario, and in- 
sults the flag of a friendly country, his own 
nation holds him in as great contempt as 
does the one against which his hysteria has 
been turned. Even if his act be applauded 
by a crowd of supporters as childish as 
himself the national sentiment is not tol- 
erant of such outbreaks, 

Canada is now engaged in deciding a 
question of great importance to the do- 
minion and inasmuch as the issue has been 
made bitterly partisan, it may be expected 
that the opposition to the Laurier govern- 
ment will use the United States as a scare- 
crow. A feeling of hostility may be created 
for the time-being in certain partisan 
breasts, but the real Canada will remain 
undisturbed. 

The juvenile behavior of a few patriotic 
inebriates does not interpret a national sen- 
timent and the resentment which their con- 
duct arouses can be laid aside.

However, July 25 I had a letter from the Pitts- 
bergh office saying: ‘‘ Wish to advise you also 
that complete plane are now In the hands of the 
local manf&ger at Chicago, who has placed them 
among contractors, and I: expect to be in Chicago 
either the latter part of this week or the first of next 
to award the contracts for the work."’ I have 
decided to push this matter as fast aw possible. In 
their present condition my Inspectors report te 
me that it js absolutely impossible to run the chim- 
ney within the smoke ordinance.

He didn’t get any one out in the sec- 
ond, and when two singles, a double, and a 
triple had been made off him tn that round 
he was yanked and Big Joe Hoviik, the Ox- 
ford Junetion plowman, was sent in to do 
the flinging. Big Joe did much better, but 
the Athletics belted a few more of them to 
the fence before the game was over and 
Frank Baker smashed one clear over the 
fence. Luckily no other champions were on 
the bags at the time.

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| TO CONTINUE EXPRESS QUIZ 


State Commission Will Hear 
Side of Companies on Rates. 


WILL HELP LEGAL FIGHT. 


Warehouse Board Hopes to Forestall 
Charge of Prejudice in Rates. 


The express companies operating in IIli- 
nois are to be given another opportunity for 
a hearing ‘before having their rates in the 
state reduced by the Illinois railroad and 
warehouse commission, it was learned yester- 
day. This is to be done in order to strengthen 
the case of the commission in the expected 
contest with the express companies in the 
courts after the order is issued. ~ 

The date for the hearing will be set at a 
meeting of the commission in Chicago today, 
at which the provisions of the forthcoming 
order will be discussed. The commission is 
making a number of changes from ita order 
of last year, which was enjoined on the 
application of the express companies. It is 
generally understood that the changes will be 
in details and that the reductions will approx- 
imate the 25 per cent average of the previous 
tariff. 


Now Want Full Hearing. 

During the hearings preceding the reduction 
last year the express companies sought to 
withhold complete information rather than 
make an elaborate defense. When the com- ‘ 
mission ordered a new hearing after having 
been given complete jurisdiction by the leg- 
islature they expressed a desire for a thor- | 
ough investigation and an opportunity to 


present detailed figures as to their earnings 


and expenses. 


Increase in Rate Deferred. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—Freight tariffs 
which increase by 26 per cent the charges for 
transportation of “feeding cattle’’ and 
sheep between Missouri river and Missis- 
sippi river transfers, including Chicago, 
were suspended today by the interstate com- 

merce commission unti] Dec. 13, 1911. 
For many years freight tariffs filed by the 
railways between the Missouri and Missis- 


sippi rivers have carried “ feeding cattle "’ 


at 75 per cent of the rate charged on “ fat 
cattle,” because the “ feeders’ are concen- 
trated during certain seasons at cattle mar- 
kets for sale to stock raisers and then are 
reshipped to the ranges to be fattened. 

On shipments of this kind the railways ob- 
tain three hauls of the same cattle from sub- 
stantially the same markets. 

Material reductions in freight rates on 
citrus fruits from Jacksonville, Fla., to 
points in central and western states were 
ordered today by the interstate commerce 
commission. The reductions range, in ac- 
cordance with the distances, from 7 per cent 
to about 2 per cent. 


Want Revocation of Order. 


The lIllinotfs railroad and warehouse commis- 
sion will face a delicate situation today when 
a delegation of commercial] men and city officials 
of Lincoln, Ill., will ask the revocation of a 
former order to force the Illinois Traction system 
to build a subway under the Lilinole Central and 
Alton railroad tracks at Lincoln. 

After the order was issued the Lincoln council! 
forbade the construction of the subway and au- 
thorized the traction company to put in an iInter- 
locking plant. In case the subway order is sus- 
tained the council will retaliate by forcing the 
roads to elevate their tracks.

Tony Caponi and Phil Schloseberg, the local 
middleweights, who will meet in a ten round 
bout before the Kenosha A. C. on the afternoon of 
Aug. 19, have settled down to hard work.

Activity of Bears in New York 
Starts Liquidation; Cer- 
tain to Reflect Here. 


JEFFERY TELLS OF LULL. 


President of the Denver and Rio

Local stock houses received no information 
from their New York correspondents yes~ 
terday that would lead to optimism further 
than that warranted by a probable running 
in of shorts. One of the most conservative | 


houses in New York could see nothing for | 


the time being to attract purchasers. The | 
aoundness of money and underlying business 
gonditions is readily admitted, but there is 
no buying power of consequence in the mar- 
het. Some big Chicago speculative accounts 
have remained almost unchanged for months. 
These large traders Go not care to sell and 
they are not willing to buy. 

Meanwhile activity on the bear side in 
New York has started liquidation. After 
waiting for months for the market to im- 
prove, the fall instead of a rise in prices 
has been discouraging to a considerable vol- 
ume of small holders, and they have parted 
with their stocks rather than meet margin 
calls. 

Inasmuch as the general frame of mind | 
is bearish, both in New York and Chicago, 
the market is certain to reflect this senti- 
ment. There is no deep discouragement over 
the outlook, but it is not inviting and there 
are now more sellers in the market than 
wuyers. 


Union Stockyards Deal. 

A high official of the Chicago Junction raif)- 
way and Union Stockyards company is quoted 
‘@ Saying: 

“There has been much misstatement con- 
eerning the income capacity of the Chicago 
Junction property. Of course a business of 
the magnitude of the Stockyards company 
must have a reasonable amount of working 
capital. But real earnings on the company’s 
<«ommon stock have not, throughout the last 
dozen years, exceeded 9 or 10 per cent.
